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REMARKS 

I. Amendments to the Specification 

Applicants request the entry of the changes in the specification requested above. 
Applicants have revised the "Cross-References to Related Applications" to include the U.S. 
Serial Number for the U.S. non-provisional utility priority application filed on October 10, 2003. 
This serial number was not yet available on the filing date of the present application. No new 
matter has been added by virtue of the amendments made to the specification. 

Applicants submit herewith the Sequence Listing, pages 1-51, to include as a sequence 
listing as part of this Application, along with an electronic copy (diskette) and a Statement in 
Support of Filing and Submissions in Accordance with 37 CFR 1.821-1.825. Applicants wish to 
enter the Sequence Listing into the specification by replacing the originally filed Sequence 
Listing at pages 123-191 and to renvmiber, if necessary, the pages containing the claims and 
abstract. As noted in the Statement submitted herewith, no new matter has been added by virtue 
of the amendment made to the specification. 

II. Filing Date and Serial Number of tlie Application and Request for Corrected Filing 
Receipt 

The present application was filed on October 11, 2003 via Express Mail (Label No. EV

The present 
application is a continuation-in-part of U.S.S.N. 10/684,230. 

Applicants respectfully request correction of the Official Filing Receipt and confirmation 
of the serial number, filing date, and priority claim serial number. 

III. Previously Submitted Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) 

Due to the discrepancy in the U.S. Serial Number, as outlined above, AppUcants have 
submitted herewith a copy of the IDS filed February 12, 2004. Applicants note that the IDS was 
filed prior to a first Office Action on the case and submit that no fee was due.
